ing community champions this summer. 

The couple will each be presented with a British 
Empire Medal (BEM) in recognition of their serv¬ 
ice to the South West’s hospitality industry over 
more than half a century. 

Mr and Mrs Watson, 79 and 82 respectively, took 
over the reins at the Riverside back in 1964 and 
celebrated 50 years at the helm last summer. 

The business has proved a hit with tourists for 
more than five decades - so much so that the pop¬ 
ular couple have been given royal recognition for 
their extraordinary service. 

Mr Watson said: “It’s pretty unusual to be 
awarded as husband and wife, so we’re very grate¬ 
ful to the people who nominated us - who they are 
we will never know. 

“I’m surprised and honoured - it never entered 
our heads that we would be nominated. 

“I’m pleased not only for us, but for our staff and 
our community as well. It seems to me that this 
award is for everyone that comes here.” 

West Bay was a destination for day trippers and 
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local fishermen when Mr and Mrs Watson took 
over at the Riverside in 1964. 

But over 51 years in charge they have turned 
the seafront restaurant into an incredible success 
story, scooping four Taste of the West awards 
and a place in The Observer's top ten seafood 
eateries. 

While the experienced restaurateurs have bene¬ 
fited from the hard work of dedicated staff over the 
years, Mr and Mrs Watson put their sustained suc¬ 
cess down to teamwork. 

“The partnership with my wife is the reason for 
the success,” said Mr Watson, who is also a mem¬ 
ber of the management committee at Bridport 
Leisure Centre. 

“We don’t look for Michelin stars - we just want 
to provide fresh 
seafood in an uncompli¬ 



cated way, which is 
what our customers 
like. 

“The influx of visitors 
is a great help to the 
business, and 

the ‘Broadchurch’ ef¬ 
fect hasn’t done any 
harm. 

“We try to keep a low 
profile and value local 
support the most, as we 
seem to have customers 
that have been coming 
to us for the whole 50 
years!” 

Mayor of Bridport 
Sandra Brown said: 
“I’m absolutely thrilled 
that Arthur and Janet 
have received these 
awards. 

“They have done 
Bridport proud for so 
many years and they re¬ 
ally do deserve it.” 

Mr and Mrs Watson 
were named among half 
a dozen award-winners 
from West Dorset when 
Her Majesty’s Birthday 
Honours were an¬ 
nounced on Saturday.

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Yeovil bus link safe for another year 


BRIDPORT'S bus link to Yeovil is safe for another 
year, after it was confirmed that funding ex¬ 
pected to stop this month will continue until 
June 2016. 

The number 40 route, run by Damory, will be 
subsidised by Dorset County Council, Somerset 
County Council and Yeovil College until June 
next year, with hopes of it then becoming a com¬ 
mercial service. 

Damory, an arm of the Go South Coast com¬ 
pany, extended the No 40 bus from Crewkerne 
to Yeovil last June following the demise of the 47 
service run by First. 

Dorset County Council initially subsidised 
peak-time services from Monday to Friday dur¬ 
ing term-time, with Damory funding off-peak 
journeys on weekdays and all day on Saturday. 
This will continue until next June.

But Damory bosses are hopeful that in a year's 
time the service will be successful enough to cut 
the subsidy from Dorset County Council. 

Adam Keen, operations manager for Damory, 
said: "I am delighted to confirm that we have 
now secured a subsidy for one further year, 
which will enable the 40 service to continue with 
far better certainty. 

"We had a combined partial subsidy from 
Dorset County Council, Somerset County Council 
and Yeovil College for a period of one year as a 
'kick start' scheme to get the 40 route up and 
running with some level of certainty. 


"It has done well and passenger numbers have 
quite significantly increased. 

"By the end of the next 12-month period, as¬ 
suming that growth continues and the subsidy 
continues to be paid by Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil and Yeovil College, the route will be in a posi¬ 
tion to run with minimal assistance from Dorset 
County Council." 

The 40 service is the only bus link for Bridport 
residents to get to Yeovil, enabling students to 
study at Yeovil College. 

Dorset County Council, along with Somerset 
County Council and Yeovil College, will continue 
to fund the peak-time services from Monday to 
Friday. 

Councillor Peter Finney, cabinet member for 
environment at Dorset County Council, hopes to 
have the 40 service running successfully and to

A BRIDPORT community 
stalwart well known in the 
town for his many years of 
service to local organisations 
has been awarded a British 
Empire Medal in the 
Queen’s Birthday Honours. 

Reginald Vivian May, 
known affectionately as 
‘Fido’, was named among 
half a dozen community 
champions in West Dorset to 
receive royal recognition last 
week. 

Mr May, 83, who now lives 
in Melplash, said he was 
“proud and honoured” to be 
recognised for his decades of 
service as president of the 
Bridport RNLI branch and 
the Bridport Sea Cadet 
Force. 

The Queen also recognised 


Mr May’s presidency of 
Bridport’s Royal British Le¬ 
gion branch and his 40 years 
as the town’s Remembrance 
Day parade commander. 

“He is one of the great un¬ 
sung heroes,” said Brigadier 
John Dean, his successor as 
Royal British Legion presi¬ 
dent. 

“Fido is a delightful man, 
very fondly thought of and 
highly respected by all who 
know him. 

“I’m so thrilled that one of 
life’s great characters has 
been recognised for his ef¬ 
forts over many years.” 

Local musician Chris Dea¬ 
con, who regularly raises 
money towards the RNLI, 
said the award was “well de¬ 
served and long overdue”. 


“Those of us who know 
‘Fido’ well are acutely aware 
of his strong personal char¬ 
acteristics, strident views 
and directives,” he said. 

“As an ambassador there is 
none better and his dedica¬ 
tion particularly to the work 
of the RNLI has at last been 
realised with an award so 
richly deserved.” 

Martin Newbury, chairman 
of the Bridport and District 
RNLI, added: “I’ve known 
Fido for nine years - he’s 
very passionate about the 
RNLI and rarely misses a 
meeting or event. 

“His award in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours is very 
well deserved and we are 
very proud of his achieve¬ 
ment.”

"Dorset County Council cabinet agreed at 
their May meeting to continue financial contri¬ 
butions towards this route along with those pro¬ 
vided by Somerset County Council and Yeovil 
College. 

"FHopefully with further promotion boosting 
passenger numbers even more, the route will no 
longer need subsidy in future years."

Appeal for more blood donors 


BRIDPORT residents are being asked to help re¬ 
verse the decline in new blood donors, writes 
PETER HODGES. 

NHS Blood and Transplant are hoping to recruit 
donors from Dorset after it was revealed that more 
than 200,000 new donors across England and North 
Wales are needed to keep the nation's bloodstocks 
at a safe level for the future. 

In Dorset last year 3,157 new volunteers came for¬ 
ward to donate blood - an estimated six out of 
1,000 people between the ages of 17 and 70 living 
in the county. 

Jon Latham, Assistant Director for Donor Services 
and Marketing at NHS Blood and Transplant, said: 
"Giving blood is simple and easy to do and will only 
takeaboutan hourofyourtime. It could literally be 
a matter of life or death for someone else. 

"If you live in Dorset and haven't donated before, 
please help us reverse the decline in new donors." 

Regular donations are crucial and last year 16,549 
people living in Dorset donated blood at least once, 
saving or improving up to three lives each time they 
did so. 

This announcement comes at the start of National 
Blood Week, which culminates on Sunday, June 
14th with World Blood Donor Day. Bridport's next 
donation session is on July 1 st between 1 pm and 
7:15pm, at the leisure centre. 

Male donors can give blood every 12 weeks; fe¬ 
male donors can give every 16 weeks.

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West Bay shopping outlet in planning row 


COUNCILLORS have criticised the 
owners of a vintage warehouse in 
West Bay after a planning row was 
sparked last week. 

Members of BridportTown Council's 
planning committee have strongly 
objected to a retrospective applica¬ 
tion for an external stairwell at The 
Customs House site on Station Road. 

West Bay residents have raised con¬ 
cerns that the staircase is"ugly"and in¬ 
vades the privacy of one neigh¬ 
bouring property, while councillors 
warned it was unsafe and damaging 
to the area's rich heritage. 

A letter sent to the council by Jo 
Hawker, whose property neighbours 
The Customs House, was read out at 
last week's meeting. 

She said: "The staircase is in contin¬ 
ual use daily by many people as it is 
the only means of entering and leav¬ 
ing the first and second floors. 

"From it there is a direct view 
straight down into my garden and 
home. It is very unpleasant to have 
complete strangers able to watch my 
every move and see through the win¬ 
dows into my home." 

Another West Bay resident, Sylvia 
Stafford, added: "Goods Yard is the 
largest and most important of the re¬ 
maining maritime warehouses, which 
are a major feature of the harbour. 

"The building is Grade II listed and is 
on the historic buildings at risk regis¬ 
ter. 

"The ugly external staircase and 
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newly-erected even uglier screens are 
wholly unsympathetic and inappro¬ 
priate for a listed building, and there 
is no attempt to rebuild the signifi¬ 
cance of this landmark warehouse or 
its setting." 

Councillors agreed with residents 
and made strong comments to the 
planning authority - West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council - urging them to reject 
the application. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said: "Why 
should this cynical behaviour be toler¬ 
ated? West Bay's most treasured her¬ 
itage deserves more. I'm not against 
the development of Goods Yard but 
this development is tawdry and a 
wasted opportunity." 

And Councillor Dave Rickard added: 
"This is just horrendous. It sits right in 
the middle of the main public facade 
of this heritage building and it just 
doesn't fit at all." 

Dean Souter, ofThe Customs House, 
said he accepted that the stairwell was 
not particularly attractive but that ef¬ 
forts had been made to reduce the im¬ 
pact on neighbouring properties. 

He said: "It needs a stairwell to get 
up to the top floor - it would be a 
nightmare without it. We will work 
with the council to put up something 
that they are happy with." 

He added: "Overall 95 per cent of 


people are over the moon with what 
we have done there - to take a build¬ 
ing that has been derelict for over five 
years and turn it into a successful retail 


outlet. We have a great courtyard area 
with bands and open mic sessions 
and we are boosting the local econ¬ 
omy by giving traders an opportunity 


to sell their wares and earn money." 

The application will be considered 
by planning chiefs at West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 


PARENTS and pupils at Symondsbury 
Primary School have launched a 
new fundraising campaign in an effort 
to create a unique outdoor learning 
space. 

Members of the school’s ‘friends’ com¬ 
mittee are planning a bumper summer fair 
to kick-start the funding drive. 

They hope to generate enough cash to 
pay for a canopy to be installed above a 
paved area on the school campus. 

The canopy would enable staff to create 
an all-weather learning environment with 
extra lessons outside. 

Parents are taking the lead with 
fundraising and hope to bring in the bulk 
of the money at a summer fair bonanza at 
the school next Saturday (June 20th). 

Karen Meek, who is chairing the 
school’s new ‘friends’ committee, said: 
“Symondsbury School gets a brilliant re¬ 
sponse when we put out a playground 
plea for help with fundraising and our 
‘friends’ are really keen to get stuck in, 
using their brilliant range of skills, ideas 
and contacts. 

“We’re setting ourselves the target of 
pulling off an absolute corker of a sum¬ 
mer fair with more activities and fun than 
ever before.

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Police tackle 'heartless' phone fraudsters 


DORSET Police has teamed up with tele¬ 
coms operator BT to crack down on phone 
fraudsters. 

The company is the latest provider to join 
the force’s fight against fraud, after resi¬ 
dents were scammed out of more than 
£1 million in the last 15 months. 

Police have received at least 350 reports 
of phone scam activity since March, but the 
number of offences is on the slide since of¬ 
ficers began a new initiative with operators 
in a bid to crack the con. 

Fraudsters have been targeting victims pre¬ 
tending to be from the police or a bank in¬ 
forming them that their account has been 
compromised and money should be trans¬ 
ferred to them for safe keeping. 

The scam is reliant on phone lines staying 
open after the recipient has tried to discon¬ 
nect the call, but BT has now reduced this 
period to only two seconds - which means 
the victim can make another call straight 
away without the scammer staying on the 
line. 

Detective Chief Inspector Jez Noyce said:

“We have worked with the telecoms com¬ 
panies to shut down the lines which have 
previously been kept open until both parties 
hang up. 

“The latest figures show that this tactic, 
along with partnership working and our so¬ 
cial media campaign, ‘Hang Up On Fraud¬ 
sters’, has obviously helped reduce the 
number of victims considerably, which is 
good news for everyone. 

“However, we are still investigating these 
crimes and want to hear from anyone who 
believes they have been targeted by these 
heartless gangs.” 

Since the initiative began, the number of 
reported offences has been reduced drasti¬ 
cally and police say they have not been con¬ 
tacted by a single victim since May 22nd. 

A total of 19 losses - amounting to nearly 
£130,000 - were recorded in March but this 


was reduced to six in April and just three 
last month. 

But the force is still encouraging elderly 
people in particular to remain on their 
guard. 

DCI Noyce added: “We have released a 
recording of a 68-year-old pensioner being 
scammed by a real criminal, so we’d like 
everyone to listen to this so that they can 
hear how convincing they can be to the un¬ 
trained ear. 

“Please remember that no-one from any in¬ 
stitution, including the police and your bank, 
will ever ask you to disclose your account 
number and PIN number over the phone. 

“We have cut the ‘holding the line open’ 
time to two seconds for all of BT’s telephone 
exchanges in Dorset and are working hard to 
raise awareness of scams in order to protect 
customers through articles on our website by 
supporting the police and by using social 
media.”

PLEDGEMAKERS received free entry into a draw 
to win a breakfast for two at Soulshine and a 
copy of"Your Local Shopping List"detailing pro¬ 
ducers of everything you could possibly need 
from fruit and veg, meat and fish, eggs and 
dairy, bread and baked goods, condiments, pre¬ 
serves, drinks - all of it available within a 5 mile 
radius, with many more producers situated 
within 15 miles. Those taking part all agreed to 
be contacted in a couple of months'time to see 
how they were getting on with keeping their 
pledges. 

"Shopping for food like this lets you use your 
economic power to support the kind of food 
system you want and transforms the weekly 
shop into an investment tool for a more sustain¬ 
able planet." says Linda. "And it keeps money 
local too: if all 7000 households in town did this 
every week it would be a £70,000 - or £3.5 mil¬ 
lion a year - boost to the local economy." 

"We know that lots of people like to buy local 
food and we are totally blessed with amazing 
local food around Bridport so the aim of the 
Spend a Tenner campaign is to bring all this 
bounty to many more people's attention!" said

The SPEND A TENNER LOCALLY challenge is a 
new fun way to learn more about local food in 
Bridport and how to feast our way to wiser food 
choices. It's part of foodfuture Bridport, a project 
initiated and supported by Communities Living 
Sustainably in Dorset, setting out to help people 
access good local and sustainable food. 

ONE POT CHALLENGE 

Meanwhile in another part of Bridport Food 
Festival last Saturday, Blake Ford, 10, from 
Symondsbury School, was announced first prize 
winner in a brand new schools sustainable cook¬ 
ing competition. 

The Festival teamed up with foodfuture Brid¬ 
port, Ecoschools, Communities Living Sustain¬ 
ably plus street food businesses Stewed and 
Baked and Pizza Dragon to create a cooking 
challenge with a twist. Children from 4 of Brid- 
port's Primary Schools took part in devising 
recipes for sustainable family meals which pro¬ 
tect health, support the local economy and are 
good for the planet too. 

Blake submitted "My Dorset Tagine" as his re¬ 
sponse to the One Pot Challenge. Blake's Dorset 



Tagine put local seasonal ingredients together 
with some exotic fair trade spices to produce a 
simple recipe which could use meat, fish or be 
vegetarian. This adaptability helped to win him 
top marks for being appetizing and imaginative 
as well as healthy and sustainable. Blake wins a 
£25 voucher kindly donated by Groves Nurs¬ 
eries for his school to spend. 

Daisy Smith's West Country Fish and Noodle 
Soup came a close second with third place 
going to Team 2's Herby Spring Chicken from St 
Catherine's School. Entries were also received 


from Burton Bradstockand Powerstock Primary 
Schools. Mayor Sandra Brown presented the 
prizes and certificates. 

The One Pot Challenge continues as the 
judges'feedback on submitted recipes will be 
built into exciting hands on cooking sessions 
with Giles Smith, street food trader and propri¬ 
etor of Stewed and Baked. Giles will be driving 
his unit into schools to do a series of cook-offs 
with students combining essential knowledge 
of the curriculum with a fun hands-on experi¬ 
ence in a designer street food truck.

Petition signings come in many ways... 


■ On the last two Saturdays Public First Petition 
signings to try to trigger a referendum to change 
W. Dorset District Council away from a ‘Cabinet’, 
and back to a ‘Committee’, system - under the Lo¬ 
calism Act, 2011 - have seen strong levels of pub¬ 
lic signing in Lyme Regis and Beaminster. One of 
the most unusual arrivals was that of Dr Gillian 
Perrott, who (pictured here) arrived in the Square - 
and signed - on her horse ‘Sonnet’! 

Public First have been advised of the required 
number of signatures to trigger a referendum - 
4,069 - meaning around another 1,700 are needed. 
Probably over 90% of people we speak with are 
unhappy that one party with just 45% of votes in 
the local elections should have 100% of the seats 
in the powerful WDDC Cabinet, composed by the 
Leader of the largest party, who has hand-selected 
six same-party colleagues for this. Most people 
seem to prefer for the council to be run by Com¬ 
mittees made up from ALL the 42 councillors 
we’ve elected. Typical reasons given by visitors to 
the stand for the ‘Committee’ system are: ‘It’s 
fairer, more proportionate, more democratic’; ‘it 



uses more fully the ideas and experience of ALL 
the councillors we elect and pay for’; and ‘different 
view-points bring better debate and ultimately bet¬ 
ter decisions’.

JURASSIC FIELDS FESTIVAL SUCCESS 
LOOKING TO REPEAT ITSELF 


ORGANISING an event no matter how small often re¬ 
sults in problems, so imagine what it must be to take 
on a project such as Bridport's first music festival, es¬ 
pecially when you have no previous experience. 

That was the situation facing Daniel Broom, manag¬ 
ing director of Jurassic Fields Productions Limited 
(JFPL), when he and fellow organiser Scott Morris 
came up with the idea. 

With an empty sheet of paper, but a desire to fill a 
gap in Bridport's calendar that so many people had 
talked about for so long, where did he start and why? 

Although not musically talented, he has lived in the 
town all his life and grown up with the amazing music 
scene that exists in Bridport. As a result he noticed 
how hard it was for local talent to progress in the in¬ 
dustry to get noticed an obtain that all important 
chance through a demo record, a grant for music tu¬ 
ition or to produce what could be a Number One 
album; all dreams beyond the majority. 

The short term objective was to provide a community 
event celebrating music to give local musicians the op¬ 
portunity to perform on a professional stage whilst 
combining it with attractions to make it a family event. 

The first one last year was hailed as a huge success 
and received glowing praise from all quarters, positive 
reaction being received from sponsors, bands in¬ 
volved and the public through social media, both for 
the content and the professional way in which it was 
planned and organised. 

With the ambition to support youth music particu¬ 
larly, a number of youth acts and young musicians will 
be performing on stage at this year's event, which 
once again is being held as Asker Meadows on Satur¬ 
day July 11th. 

The long term goal; within 3-4 years; is to create a 
professional music studio and rehearsal hall in Brid-

port, making the resources available to local mu¬ 
sicians at little or no cost, and to 

provide grants to local musicians to further 
their career. They hope that this might create a 
model for other communities to establish their 
own festivals and opportunities for musicians. 

However the path to success is slow and not 
without its pitfalls, as Daniel found out. 

However his preparation and hard work and 
ability to work with Bridport Town Council and 
other local organisation and authorities in the 
town ensured the day was a success. 

Daryl Chambers, BTC Surveyor who was re¬ 
sponsible for ensuring the organ¬ 
isers met the criteria, and with the 
help of the town council, gave full 
support and advice said: "It was a 
fantastic day and couldn't have 
gone any better from my point of 
view. They did everything I asked 
of them and that showed on the 
day with how well organised it 
was. I thoroughly enjoyed it. It was 
superb and a fantastic addition to 
events in Bridport." 

Despite the resounding success, 
the event lost money, something 
38-year old Daniel felt through his 
pocket, although they are hoping to break even 
this year. 

He confirmed it cost around £50,000 to put on 
the festival and comply with all the regulations 
required for such an event, and although spon¬ 
sors money went a long way, they still needed to 
organise fundraisers during the year such as Race 
Nights, Duck Races, quizzes and car boot sales to 
boost the coffers. 

A Senior Systems Engineer with Amsafe Brid¬ 
port for almost 20 years he admitted last year 
was a bit deflating having put in about 3000 
hours of his spare time with nothing to show for 
it apart from a big dent in his bank account to 
cover the deficit. 

He said: "The 5 year plan shows we should

break even this year and as it establishes we will 
start making the money to meet our long term 
objectives. It has been a lot easier this year but 
you do need the help and support to make it suc¬ 
cessful. We are always looking for new sponsors 
and are following up grant opportunities to 
make the dream a reality and form a sustainable 
and enjoyable festival that people will be putting 
on their calendars every year." 

Asked what he thought will make Jurassic 
Fields a long term success he said: "The support 
of the locals is definitely a major factor. Without 
the help of the sponsors and the public support¬ 
ing this event it wouldn't succeed. 

"I think the family aspect of the 
festival makes it slightly different 
from some of the other festivals as 
the variety of attractions including 
the free kids entertainment, music, 
comedy and the introduction of 
the youth stage makes it more of a 
community festival and more ap¬ 
pealing to a wider audience. 

"Obviously the variety of acts is a 
major factor and while a big head¬ 
liner may bring in a bigger audi¬ 
ence it is not always the case, and 
are often very expensive and 
therefore not viable. Therefore this year we 
changed our way of thinking. There are so many 
great acts that maybe aren't quite as well known, 
but still all have their own big followings that will 
still pull you those same sorts of crowds. The 
ticket sales have been really good already this 
year and if we can keep the support and momen¬ 
tum we can turn this event from something 
good into something great." 

The event which runs from 10am until 11 pm is 
headlined this year by Ska band Orange Street 
and once again promises to be a great success.

Dorset's own Jurassic World 


JURASSIC WORLD has been released this weekend - 
and if you've enjoyed the record breaking film, now 
come and see the enormous 150million year old skull 
bones of the Weymouth Bay Pliosaur at Dorset County 
Museum! 

The fossil bones of this pliosaur skull were recovered 
by amateur fossil collector Kevan Sheehan between 
2003 and 2008, as they were washed out of a landslide 
on the coast in Weymouth Bay. The largest piece 
weighed over 80 kg, and the skull itself is a massive 2.4 
metres long. Featured recently as one of National Ge¬ 
ographic's Top 10 Biggest Beasts, the pliosaur was the 
'T Rex of the ocean', an 18metre long ferocious predator 
of the seas. Known as'The World's Biggest Bite', the Wey¬ 
mouth Bay Pliosaur would have been capable of biting 
the biggest great white shark alive today clean in half. 

The Dorset specimen is one of the most complete and 
best preserved skulls ever found, and as a result it has 
provided new insights into our understanding of how 
these enormous animals evolved. 

Since its discovery, hundreds of hours have been 
spent carrying out a detailed analysis and cleaning 
away the rock to expose the detail of the fossil under¬ 
neath. Alongside this conservation work an intensive 
programme involved the Jurassic Coast team and 
Dorset County Museum working together to produce 
an exciting, interactive display showcasing the fossil 
with the theme'The World's Biggest Bite'. Mounted dra-
